T-27 has advised that early in August at a Communist Party 
meeting hold outside of Now York City there was discussion of a 
Communist Party recruiting and building program* It was stated at 
the meeting that the Party wants each member to select two persons 
for interview as possible recruits* Union members were to follow 
this program by concentrating on their fellow union members. It 
was suggested that a potential recruit bo observed for a period and 
if the results of the observation warranted, the Party member check- 
ing the recruit should make available to that person copies of the 
"Daily Worker" in such a way that it might bo perused .by the possible 
recruit* If tho individual to whom the "Daily Worker" has been 
made available displays a receptive attitude, he should then be 
approached with the idea of recruiting him as a Party member* 

T-26 has advised that the Communist Party sometime in August, 
1953 prepared a memorandum addressed "To all Districts" 6n the 
subject of duos and registration. This memorandum pointed out 
that the last registration of members disclosed that a number of 
districts had registered ' as party members those who had not been 
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previously registered within the past few years, and those districts 
now have a larger membership than at the time they entered the 
registration period. 

has reported that a meeting was held in mid September of 
a commun -ty section of the Communist Party in New York City, One 
of the section officials informed those in attendance th*t the 
Communist Party has been losing a considerable number of people 
because of their fear of the Federal Eureau of Investigation and 
for other reasons, and th-.t the Party was losing in numbers. The 
section official went on to say that the Communist Party therefore 
had decided to resume recruiting of new members, planning to do so 
on a very careful and selective basis. It was decided that the 
chance would have to be taken that some of the recruits mi. ht be 
** stool pigeons' 1 . Accordin . to this source, the Party fools that 
the most iikely sphere for the recruitment of members lies in the 
ranks of members of progressive organizations. 

T-13 has reported that at a meeting of a county organization; 
in New York City, which was held in the early part of September, 
the statement was made that the current dues control period would 
end on October 6, 19^3 and the annual registration of Party members 
would then begin. This rogis tr&tion would continue until January 15 *

Division, estimated at 196 according to Albany letters to New York dated Qototvor- 1, 
7, and 12, 1953, and the Communist Party membership within, the Buffalo Division/ 
estimated at 162, according to Buffalo letter to New York dated September 29, 1953/ 

T-28 had advised that on August 10, 1953 he had learned that BILL LAfRENCE, 
Cultural Director of the CP, USA had stated to another person that "The National 
Communist Party dues paying membership 1 ’ is "slightly under ten thousand"# It was 
said of LAAUI.’jNCE, according to the information made available by T-28, that 
LAWRENCE is in a position to know membership statistics "since he is directly 
involved with the National Communist Party office". 

T— 21 has reported that he had learned through NAT FOSS, the former Executive 
Secretary of the Civil Rights Congress that GEORGE BLAKE CHARNEY, who is Labor 
Secretary of the New York State Communist Party and District Organizer, said^ that 
the question, "Have you ever been contacted by the Federal Bureau of Investigation?” 
had been added to the 1953 Registration Questionnaire and forty percent of those 
in New York City had answered in the affirmative.

The results of the November 4th elections were a victory 
for reaction only because the American people were trapped 
by the two party demagogy and didn't see independent action 
as the only way out. It would be wrong to say that they 
consciously voted for reactionary policies. The results 
reflect the deep desires of the American people for peace, for 
better wages and conditions and for civil rights. 

The .majority who voted for Eisenhower did so because of his 
promise to end the- war and his peace demagogy. There were 
many in this column too who believed that he would reduce taxes 
and inflationary prices. Others just couldn't stomache_ the 
Democrat's talk of "You never had it' so good." Of course there 
were some Replublican voters who were influenced by the witch- 
hunting of Nixon and McCarthy. 

On the other hand the anti-labor and anti-Negro record of 
the Republicans was the over-riding factor with those who 
voted for Stevenson. Most of the organized workers and the 
Negro people remembered the advances for labor and the Negro 
people under the New Deal and pulled the Democratic lever once 
more. The fight for Negro representation moved forward with 
the election of Archibald to the NY State Senate and the 
victories of a large number of Negro Senate legislative candi- 
dates throughout the country. The huge increase in the number 
of Negro votas was another big step forward. 

The election results indicate the sharpest realignment 
that has taken place since the early days of Roosevelt. So 
far this realignment has taken place almost entirely within 1h e 
confines of the two Wall St. parties. The low PP vote shows 
the effect of the witch-hunting and red-baiting and also that 
we were not able tp present the idea of independent third 
party political action as a practical or realistic way out; 
but for all that the depp going dissatisfaction with the war 
in Korea, high taxes, high prices, the wage freeze and anti- 
labor legislation, Jim crow and lack of democracy which was 
responsible for the realignment, is the basis for moving millions 
of people against the drive toward war and fascism. 

It is possible to prevent World War III and fascism in 
the U. S. and we can do it if we learn the lessons of the 
elections and our past work. We must that in every situation 
our first thought must be "What is the key issue that will move 


masses, millions? What is the mass line?" Then we must apply 
it in such a way that it will move masses. 

The issue of cease fire in Korea is an example. This 
was plinly the key issue in the election campaign (and still' 
is). We put this forward as the program of the left and to 
the extent that we reached masses of people to identify the 
left with cease fire it was good and very important. Yet we 
did not sufficiently provide the forms or take the steps 
necessary to move millions into action to get a cease fire. 

We didn't find the ways and means of tackling it vin the 
established organizations. We didn't make enough use of the 
ballot and other forms which would have provided a concrete 
action for large numbers of people to take. The sentiment 
for a mass peace movement exists today. It needs leadership at 
the level which millions are ready to accept. We must provide 
this leadership. 

To give this leadership we will have to have many more 
ties with masses of people. In this coming period it is more 
than ever clear that our Party will draw its strength from 
contact with the masses. That means our comrades must be 
where the masses are, particularly in the big shops, exchang- 
ing ideas with people and giving them leadership in day to day 
struggles. It means that we must pay much more attention to 
those comrades who are not active in the accepted sense but 
who nevertheless have many valuable ties with workers, Negro 
people, farmers, women and youth. We must treasure evex=y 
comrade, learn from him or her, develop^ him and find the 
forms thru which his contribution can best be made. We must 
learn how to overcome their weakness', using the weapons of 
criticism and self-criticism. We must learn how to conduct 
idological struggles with them and not take the right oppor- 
tunist path of "living with" their we&ness' nor the left 
setarian path of using organizational action as a substitute 
for ideological struggles. This is particularly true around 
the question of white chauvinism. Our failure to conduct a 
struggle on this question either in a rightist way or leftist 
way has caused the loss of many valuable comrades in our Party. 

Another very important way to strengthen our Party's teis 
with the people is to brin'g into the organization the large num- 
ber of people who have been in and around- the Party in recent 
years and who haven ' t been registered in the past years , 

Most- of these people have not changed their basic thinking. 

Many of them are in key shops or have very close ties with 
the people in their community, their national group., etc. 

They are a rich source for increasing our Party's inf ulence 
with large numbers of people. Many of them can help us with 
industrial concentrations. 


It Is proposed therefor that in the registration this 
year we increase the size of our Party by reregistering some 
of the people who have not been registered in past years and 
in addition, bring into our ranks a number of people who 
have been around us for some time but have not been asked to 
join. 


This is not merely an innter-Party organizational task, 
It is a big political and ideological campaign to increase 
our Party's capacity to lead the working class and Negro 
people in struggle against the drive toward war and fascism 
of the Eisenhower admini station. It can only be successfully 
conducted in the midst of initiating and leading those 
struggles. 

How can we do. it? 

.First of all we should recognize that most comrades 
dropped out not because they have any ideological difference 
with the main line of the Party. They dropped out because 
they disagreed with the application of the main line in the 
area. Many felt that the Party was isolating them from other 
workers by making sectarian mistakes, by demanding actions 
of them which would isolate them. Teir dropping constitutes 
a criticism of the Party. We must overcome these sectarian 
weakness_ by finding the forms of action which will appeal 
to large numbers of people and will not cuse our people to 
"stick their necks out". 

Another serious weakness which has caused many comrades 
to drop out is the failure to combat white chauvinism 
correctly. Literally hundreds of Negro people have come 
into the Party and.drcpped out a gin in the last few years.- 
They dropped because they were disillusioned by the failure 
of the white comrades and white leaders to struggle seriously 
against white chauvinism. The failure to conduct down to 
earth struggles for Negro rights is the worst manifestation 
of this. Also we have lost many white comrades thru, failure 
to conduct a patient but ruthless struggle on this question. 
Either we have lost patience with them and caused them to 
drop out or else we have expelled them too quickly as a 
substitute for struggle . 

We can report some real gains in the struggle against white 
chauvinism in the last three years, since many of the Negro 
comrades have dropped. But we must be very self -critical 
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of continuing weakness 1 and seriously try to overcome them. 

We must work out a mass line in the struggle for Negro rights 
as on other questions. 

There have been tendencies among some actives to feel that 
our Party is better off in these days with a small "hard core" 
and to "get rid of the dead wood", This is a big mistake. If 
followed thru it would only mean that we become a small ' 
adventurist clique with no ties with the masses and not_ 
possibility of influencing them. That's a situation that the 
ruling class is spending millions of dollars trying to bring 
about. In these days we have to combat especially hard any 
such liquidationist tendencies to reduce still further our 
contacts among the masses. In fact it is usually the less active 
comrades, the "dead wood" so to speak, who have the most mass 
contacts because they take more time to be with their 
neighbors . 

We have tended to set too high standards for membership 
in the Party. We sometimes say "In these days we have to be 
very careful who we let in the Party." This is true but 
we too often use it to exclude those who are completely honest 
and who agree with us on most things. We set rigid standards 
of preconceived types of activity and those who can not fit 
into these pattens we Write off as worthless. We don't have 
enough confidence that our comrades will grow and 
develop if we give them the benefit of good leadership. 


Another problem we have is not enough ideological work. 

There isn't enough organized study either in special classes 
or in the clubs or self-study. We ourselves aren't always 
ideologically clear enough to convince others with facts' and 
logic instead of bludgeoning. The excellent response to the 
very few classes we have had shows how much this is needed. 

We should get study outlines on the history of the CPUSA and 
on the 19th Congress material so that each club and each leading 
committee can devote least part of its time to study. Wouldn't 
it be possible to get some of the old-timers back into some sort 
of group to study Poster's book which should have a special 
appeal because they have been thru most of the struggles Poster 
writes about? 

To carry out this kind of registration campaign we will 
need a . core of leaders in each area who will be equipped to 
carry it thru. They will be the ones who will have to do the 
visiting arguing and convincing. Therefore, once we agree on 


the line the decisive step is to equip the club leaders with 
the understanding and enthusiasm to do the job. Let them feel 
how valuable and important the Party is to the American 
people. Let them grasp the very positive role the Party has 
played and is playing in American life. Let them also appre- 
ciate the far greater and decisive role the Party is going to 
play in the next few years in our country. We could take some 
examples, our role in the election campaign in forcing both 
candidates to resort to demagogy for instance. Or our role 
in Ford Local 600. Or our role in the case of the five and 
the Thomas case. Of course there were plenty of weakness' 
but let's not forget that our Party made a positive and 
important contribution in each of these things. 

We will have to pay lot's of attention to the development 
of cadres, something that some of us have been very weak on. 

Every leader of the Party, in fact every Communist should 
always have the development of people as a central task. 

This means dividing up responsibility, having confidence in 
people, giving them perspective, helping them very concretely 
on how to carry out their tasks and checking up regularly to 
see if the tasks are being carried out or if more discussion 
and help are needed. Criticism and self-criticism are abso- 
lutely essential to the growth of individuals and the Party, 

We don't have to fear that comrades will resont the constant 
use of this weapon if it is used correctly. First of all we 
must be self-critical ourselves. We must criticize openly, 
without hesitation, use priase where it is warranted, listen 
and learn from others. If we do these things criticism will 
be welcomed as reflecting the confidence we have in people. 

In the registration campaign we should be prepared to 
answer two types of questions which will probably come up in 
one from or other in cases of people who haven't registered 
in the past few years. The first is: "Why should I re-register?" 

'What good will it do?". The other question is security: "I 

don't want to take a chance on losing my job. The company 
might find out," 

To- answer the first we must show them the positive role 
the Party has pigged and is playing and then show them very 
realistically how they can make a contribution in the struggle 
for peace and against fascism. We must show them how, even 
if they think they can't do anything at all, their membership 
will help to strengthen the Party by giving us one more 
member who has valuable ties with people. They will be 
strengthened too with greater understanding and as part of an 
organization they will have more security. 
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We can work out many struggles and activities in a very 
broad way so that everyone can be involved and we can move 
masses of people. For instance,, large numbers of the less active 
comrades and those who have dropped out are the foreign born 
comrades. This is true in a number of cases like the Triple 
Cities, Spencer-Van Etten and Syracuse. Part of the reason 
for this is a national chuvinlst lack of appreciation of £he 
value of theise comrades on the part of the .leadership. Part 
of it is intimidation under the blows of the government 
which have fallen particularly hard on them. Shouldn't it be 
possible to map out a campaign against the McCarran Walters 
Law that goes into effect on Dec 24th and is a grave throat 
to the security of all foreign born people? The opposition 
to the law is about as broad as could be asked. The list of 
people who have testified against it in hearings in different 
parts of the country include loaders from the extreme right 
wing Americanization Committees all the way to the Committee 
for the Protection of the foreign born. There are great 
possibilities for a broad united front movement in every 
community in which the foreign born comrades could find a 
place without sticking their necks out. 

The simggle for Negro rights can and should be planned out 
in a similar way so that it can be conducted in the broadest 
manner, involving masses of people and so that all our people 
can find a place in it. For instance, in the Triple Cities 
how about tackling the question of hiring Negro bus drivers 
by the TCTC? It is a realistic struggle, one that could be 
won and a struggle that could involve Negro workers, right 
wing Negro leaders, white workers including EJ workers who 
might not be willing to stick their necks out for hiring Negro 
workers in EJ, ministers, liberals, etc. 

As the Party more and more gives realistic, united front 
leadership on the questions facing the workers, the Negro 
people, the farmers, the youth, the women, the foreign born, 
etc., it will be easier to convince those people in and 
around the Party that they have a role to play in the Party. 

In the process of registration we can show them how they fit 
in, why they should be in the Party. 

On the question of security. Many people who have dropped 
from activity have done so because they don't feel secure in 
the Party. Apart from left-sectarian forms of activity and 
approaches which tended to isolate them, they were concerned 
with technical aspects of security. Our vigilance against 
enemy agents within the Party, the way we hold meetings, the 
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use of the telephone, the way word gets round that so-and-so 
is a member of the Party and a lot of other things like this. 
We have tightened up considerably in the matter of security 
compared to a couple of years ago. This should be explained 
to those people who haven't been in touch with the Party for 
some time . It should also be explained that we recognize that 
we still have weakness' but we are determined to correct them. 
It should be explained that they, will be in a very small group 
and that the knowledge of their membership will be limited 
to the 3 or 4 other people in their group. To the extent 
possible we should set up groupings among people who see each 
other regularly, friends, etc. We should be very flexible 
about the groups . Also if they are not willing to- come back 
we should bring them at least part way, so that we maintain 
contact, get them literature, etc. 

One final point. In most of the places there are a few 
people in outlying towns and villages or farms who have been 
completely cut off from the Party for a number of years. 

Some experiences in visiting them show that for the most 
part they are the staunchest kind of people, people who have 
a broad approach and who have not stopped carrying on Party 
activity in spite of their isolation from the Party. They 
haven't been visited because we in the leadership haven't 
seen their value to the movement. For instance some of them 
could make an excellent contribution to the farm work of the 
Party in the Farmer's Union or struggles around rural schools, 
better roads, etc. Other's are playing a good role in right 
led unions in small towns. Their role could be strengthened 
and the influence of the Party greatly extended if they were 
made a part of our Party organization. 

This memo has considered only a few of the approaches 
which can help us to build and strenthen our Party in this 
period. As the leading comrades begin to probe and think in 
terms of extending the base of the Party in this way many 
more ideas will come forward. 

Finally it is proposed that the month of December be 
designated Party Month for the following purposes: 

1^ An evaluation of the work of the past year in each commit- 
tee and club. 

2. Flection of officers of committees and clubs. 

3. Planning activities for each club for the next three 

months. 
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4. Registration of 100$ Plus of membership. The approach to 
registration this year should be hammered out in each 
club. The members should be canvassed for suggestions 

on people who could be re-registered. 

5. Improving the club life of each club. Planning Party 
education and the efficient and consistent distribution 
of the press and literature. 

6. Discussion of security. Instructing all members on what 
to do if visited by enemy agents.

SECURITY OF (K) VEHEMENT EMPLOYEES 


On November 19, 1953, Mr. F, J„ B-ADKGARDNEE , of. the Bureau 
called WFO and advised that LIT, an employee of the United States 
Department of Labor, had visited the Bureau where, following an inter- 
viex-r, he dictated a signed statement of approximately twenty pages 
incorporating his CP activities in the past. Fe was nuestioned as to 
whether he would name other persons known to him as active in the 
Communist field. He stated he wanted to think this matter over but 
subsequently indicated he was willing to name such persons. 

On November 20, 1953, LIT appeared at 'CFO by prior arrange- 
ments. LIT was advised that any information he desired to give was 
purely voluntary; that the interview was in no way an inquisition; and 
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that .the Bureau made no "deals" in return for information,, LIT stated 
that he understood and requested that the information furnished by him 
he kept confidential* 

LIE was horn October 11 * 1910, in Vienna, Austria and came 
to the United States when nine months old* He spent practically all 
his life up to 1942 in Hew York City* He attended the City College 
of Hew York from 1927 to 1934,, During this time he sympathized 
generally with the aims of the CP hut never joined the CP, the YCL 0 
or any captive organization of the CP* After college, he became a 
teacher in a WPA project in Hew York City and about the end of 1935 
or the beginning of 1936 he joined the CP* His party name was PAUL LODER* 
Some time near the end of the Spanish war, LIE decided that the CP 
had betrayed the so-called Communist Ideal and was expelled from the 
Party as a counter-revolutionary Erotskyite* He did not recall the 
name of the man who presided over his expulsion trial but recalled 
that the man was not in the WPA fraction of. the CP but was from the Hew 
York City or Hew York State CP Organization* After about ah eight-month 
period* LIE joined the Erotskyite Party* also known as the Socialist 
Workers Party* After Russia attacked Finland in the fall of 1939* the 
Socialist Workers Party split? the majority group following TROTSKY 
when he called for ■'unconditional defense of the Soviet Union on the 
grounds that Russia was basically a worker ss state although terribly 
deformed"* LIE joined the minority group which opposed TROTSKY and 
which bolted from the SWP to form the so-called Worker's Party in 
approximately the spring ' of 1940* After some months in the newly formed 
Worker's Party* LIE claims he severed his connections with this Party too 
and claims to have fought Communism in all its forms and artifices since 
that time*
